Here  happened  lately  in  this  Gittya  very  rare  and 
remarkeable  accident,  which  being  varioufly  and 
falfely  reported  amongft  the  vulgar  (  as  in  fuch 
cafes  it  is  ufuall)  to  the  end  that  ncaic  may  be  de- 
^  ceived,  and  that  (b  fignall  an  a^t  of  Gods  mercy 
and  providence  may  never  be  forgotten^  I  have  here  faithful¬ 
ly  iccorded  it,  according  to  the  Information  1  have  received 
from  thole  that  were  the  chiefc  Inftruments  in  bringing  this 
great  worke  to  perfeftion. 

In  the  houfe  of  Sir  ihomas  Read  at  Vms-HetQ  in  Oxford-Jbire, 
there  lived  a  maid  named  Anne  GreenSy  born  at  Stee^le^Bartotiy 
in  the  fame  County,  being  about  2  a  years  of  age,  of  a  midi 
die  ftature,  ftrong,  flefliie,  and  of  an  indifferent  good  feature; 
who  being  (*as  Ihe  laidj  often  Ibllicited  by  faire  promiles  and 
other  amorous  enticements  of  M’-  Jefery  Read  Grand-child  to 
the  laid  Sir  a  youth  of  about  16  or  17  years  of  age 

but  of  a  forward  growth  and  ftature,  at  laft  confented  to  fa^ 
tisfyhis  uniawfiin  plealiire.  By  which  aft  (as  it  afterward 
appeared)  Ihc  conceived,  and  was  delivered  of  a  Man-child : 
which  being  never  made  knowne,  and  the  Infant  found  dead 
in  the  houfe  of  office,  caufed  afufpition,  that  Ihe  being  the 
mother  had  niarthered  it,  and  tfarowne  it  there  on  purpofe  to 
conceale  both  it  and  her  fliame  together.  Thereupon  (he  was 
immediatly  taken  into  examination,  and  carried  before  Icvc- 
rall  JuMccs  of  the  peace  in  the  Gountrey:  and  foone  after, 
in  an  extreame  cold  and  rainy  day,  fent  unto  Oxford  Gaole, 
where  having  palled  about  three  weekes  more  in  continuali 
affrights  and  terrours,  in  a  place  as  comfortleffe  as  her  condi- 
tion,  Ihe  was  at  a  Seflions  held  in  Oxford ,  arraigned,  condem¬ 
ned,  and  on  Saturday  the  1 4  of  'December  lafl:,  brought  forth 
to  the  place  of  Execution:  where,  after  finging  of  a  Pfalme,  &

ibrnethiiigraldlnjuftlficationof  her  fclf,  as  to  the  faft  for 
which  (he  to iutFet^^  and  touching  the  lewdneffe  of’the  Fa¬ 
mily  wherein  (he  lately  lived)  (he  was  turn’d  off  the  Ladder) 
hanging  by  the  neck  for  the  (pace  of  almoft  h'alfe  an  hourt) 
Lome  of  her  friends  in  the  mean  time  thumping  her  on  the 
breaft,  others  hanging  with  all  their  weight  upon  her  leggs^ 
fometimes  lifting  her  upj  and  then  pulling  her  downeagairxC 
with  a  fuddaine  jerke,  thereby  the  fooner  to  difpatch  her  6'Clc 
ofherpaine;  inl^much  that  the  Under- Sheriffe  fearing  left 
thereby  they  fliould  breake  the  rope,  forbad  them  to  doc  fo  a- 
ny  longer.  At  lengthy  when  every  one  thought  (he  was  dead) 
the  body  being  taken  downC)  and  put  into  a  Colhn)  was  car¬ 
ried  thence  into  a  private  houff)  where  Lome  Phylitians  had 
appointed  to  makeaDiffe6:ion.  The  Goffin  being  opened, (he 
was  obffrved  to  breath,  and  in  breathing  f  the  p^ffage  ohaher 
throat  being  ftrcightned)  obfcurely  to  rattle  :  which  being 
perceived  by  a  Itifty  fellow  that  ftood  by)  he  (thinking  to  doc 
an  ad,  of  charity  in  ridding  her  out  of  the  fmall  reliques  of  a 
painfull  iifej  ftamped  feverali  times  on  her  breaft  Sc  ftomack 
tyith  all  the  force'  he  could.  Immediately  after, there  came  in 
Pelt)  of  Bra/en-na fe-Col/edge  oiiv  Anatomy-Profeffor)  and 
Mr  Ihomcts  WiUk  of  Chrifi-Chmh^  at  whofe  comming,  which 
was  about  9  a  clock  in-the  morning)  fhe  yet  perhfted  to  rattle 
as  before,  laying  all  this  while  ftretchedout  in  the  coffnin 
a  cold  room  and  feafon  of  the  yeare.  They  perceiving  fomc 
life  in  her,  as  well  for  humanity  as  their  Profeffionfake ,  fell 
prefently  to  ad  in  order  to  her  recovery.  Firft)  having  caufed 
her  to  be  held  up  in  the  Coffin,  they  wrenched  open  her  teeth) 
.which  were  faft(et)and  powred  into  her  mouth  Lome  hot  and 
cordiall  fpirits;  whereupon  fhe  rutled  more  then  before ,  and 
feemed  obfcurely  to  cough:  then  they  opened  her  hands  (her 
fingers  alfo  being,  ftifly  bent  J  and  ordered  Lome  to  rub  a  nd 
chafe  the  extreme  parts  of  her  body,  which  they  continued  for 
^  about  a  quarter  of  an  houre;  ofC)in  the  mean  tirae,powrmg  in 
a  fpoonfull  or  two  of  the  cordiall  watery  and  befides  tickling 
her  throat  with  a  feather,  at  which  fhe  opened  her  eyes ,  but 
ftiut  them  againc  prefently.  As  foon  as  they  perceived  any  heat 
ih  her  extream  partS)  they  thought  of  letting  her  bloud;  Sc  no 

fooner

foonerwas  her  armeboundfor  that  purpofe,  but  flic  fudaenjy  bent 
it  as  if  it  had  been  contrafted  by  a  fit  of  theConvulfion  :  the  veins 
being  opened,  fhee  bled  about  five  ounces,  and  that  fo  freely  that  it 

coul^  not  eai  ly  be  flopped.  All  this  while  her  pulfe  was  very  low, 
C  otherwife  not  much  amifle.  Her  arm  being  bound  up  again,  and 
now  and  then  a  little  cordial  water  powr  d  _down  her  throat,  they 
continued  rubbing  her  in  feveral  places,  caufed  Ligatures  to  be  made 
in  her  armes  and  leggs,and  then  ordered  her  to  be  laid  in  a  bed  well 
warmedTrrthefc^ufed  her  neck,  and  alfo  her  temples  to  be  a- 
nointed  with  confortative  oylcsand^fpirits,  and  fo  likewife  the  bot¬ 
toms  of  her  feet,  and  upon  this  fliee  beganne  W  ppen  her  eiesand  to 
move  the  lower  parts  of  her  body.  .About  this  time  came  in  M' Bdt- 
Zl  Srnnhy  Colledge,  and  W  Clfr%  of  M.gddeii  Colledge,  whofe 
advice  and  endeavours  were  then  and  all  the  time  afterwards  con¬ 
current  with  thofe  of  the  other  two  above  mentioned.  Then  they 
aoS  a  plaifter  to  her  breafls,  and  ordered  an  heating  odoriferous 
ciyftertoL  eafl  up  rn  her  body,  to  ^eat  and  warmth  to  her 

b  owels :  after  that,they  perfwaded  a  woman  to  8°" 

and  to  Ive  very  clofe  to  her,  and  gently  to  keep  lubbing  Ox  hei.  At 

ter  aU -which  (hee  feemd  about  noon  to  be  in  a  Aveat.  Her 

began  fomewhat  tofwell  and  to  look  very  red  on  that  fide  on  which 

the  knot  of  tll£  h3.1tcr  .1-  f*r  .f_  > 

Whilft  the  Phyficians  were  thus  bufie  in  recovering  her  to  life,  tfie 
Uhderlheriffe  was  folliciting  the  Governour  and  the  reftwfthe  Jufti- 
ces  of  Peace  for  the  obtaining  her  Reprieve,that  in  cafe  Ihe  ^ould  for 
Aat  prefenf  be  recovered  fully  to  life,  ftiee  mig^it  not  be  had  backe 
£ln  to  Execution.  Whereupon  thofe  worthy  (>ntlemen,xon!ide. 
ring  what  had  happened,  weighing  all  Circumflances,  they  re®  tly 
apprehended  the  hand  of  God  in  her  prefervatioii,  and  being  ^il  ing 
i  Lher  to  co-operate  with  divine  providence  in  faving 
overflrain  iuflice  by  condemning  her  to  double  (hameand  fuferings, 

(huVthem  again,  and  being  call’d  upon  to  try  whether  could  heat 
or  fpeak,there  appeared  no  fign  that  fhe  could  do  either.  Soon  a  ter, 
theTmade  tryal  again  :  bidding  her,  if  (he  underftood  them,  to  move 
her  hand,  or  open  her  eies.  Whereupon  ftie  obfeurely  opened  her

€ycs.  The  PhyStiatis  fearing  leaft  her  face  might  fwell  mare  &  more 
aiid  aFcavercomeuponher,  byreafonof  the  former  fti location' 
took  from  her  right  arrae  about  nine  oimees  more  of  blood ,  and 
then  ordered  her  a  Julep^apd  other  cordiall  things  to  be  adminiftred 
upon  occafion^  and  (o  left  her  for  that  night :  and  about  two  houres 
after  ftie  began  to  (peake  many  words  intelligible. 

On  Sunday  the  15  about  8  in  the  morning  they  rccnrn’d,  and 
found  hermuch  amended,  being  able  to  anfwer  to  any  queftion  pro^ 
pounded  unto  her.  She^  then  complained  of  her  throat ,  (  but  not 
much  of  any  other  part)  whereunto  they  ordered  aCataplafinc  to 
be  applyed:  then  (he  complaining  of  drought ,  a  Julep  was  offered 
herj  which  (he  firft  took  with  dfmcultyj  and  at  laft  refus’d :  warm 
bcerc  being  given  her,  (he  difrelifhed  it,  but  of  cold  (he  drank  and 

thanked  them. 

All  this  while  (he  lay  often  fighing  and  talking  to  her  felfe ,  as  if 

^  anextreame  fore- 

ncfle  in  her  breaft  and  (ides,  but  there  appeared  nothing  difcoloured 
or  like  a  Gontu(ion.  That  night  they  ordered  her  a  Glyfter,  &  a  Ga- 
taplafme  to  be  applied  to  her  breaft  and  (ides ,  with  otlier  means  to 
prevent  what  evill  might  enfue  by  reafon  of  contus’d  blood,  and  fo 
left  her  to  reft.  About  9  of  the  clock  (he  laughed  and  talked  merri- 
ly,  looking  frc(h  and  of  a  good  colour  ;  being  a  little  fevcri(h ,  her 
tongue  not  fqrrid  nor  clammy.  ' 

Mu^day  the  1 6,  they  found  that  (he  had  taken  fome  reft ,  and  Iicr 
fcaver  not  much  encreas’d  :  they  then  tookc  from  her  left  armc  a- 
^ut  fix  ounces  of  blood  more :  fhe  fainted  not ,  but  talked  very 
ahecrtutlly,  complaining  fomewhat  of  her  neck,ftomack,and  throat. 

But  before  they  let  her  bloud,  having  firft  .caufed  all  to  depart  the 
roomc,  except  thofe  Gentlemen  that  were  of  the  Faculty,  they  asked 
herofhericnrcandapprehcnfion  during  the  time  of  her  fufFcring: 
me  anlwcred,  that  after  (he  put  off  fome  of  her  clothes,  beq ueathing 
them  to  her  Mother  (  which  was  early  in  the  morning  before  her  ex¬ 
ecution)  and  heard  fome  one  fay  that  one  of  the  prifoners  was  let  i 

L  j  L  death,  (he  remembered  nothing  at  all 

that  had  been  done  unto  her  :  and  that  (he  knew  not  when  her  fet- 

•  ^rs  were  kuo^’d  off  or  l^w  (he  came  out  of prifon,  or  that  (hc  had  | 

u  Pfalmc  i 

had  bm  lung, or  that  (he  faid  any  thing  there  ;  notwichftandine  thofe  , 

^  that

Aat  were  prefent  do  teftify  that  flic  fpake  very  fcnfibly ;  oneiy  ahoat 
a  fortnight  after ,  ihe  feemed  to  remember  fomething  of  a  fellow 
wrapt  up  in  a  blaket,  which  indeed  was  the  habit  of  her  executioner. 

Itisobfemblealfojthat  whtnflie  came  to  her  felfeagaine,  (he 
fell  into  the  like  fpeeches  as  flie  had  ufed  in  prilbn  before  the  execu¬ 
tion  :  feemiig  there  to  go  on  where  (he  had  fo  long  time  left  off; 
like  to  a  Clock  whofe  weights  had  been  taken  offa  while,  and  after¬ 
wards  hung  on  againe. 

That  night  (he  was  fomented  about  the  (ides  and  other  contufed 
placet,  her  neck  being  very  fore,  efpecially  on  the  right  (ide ,  where 
it-was  all  black,  and  began  to  blifter  ;  there  appeared  alfo  diverfe 
^ots  of  fetled  bloud  on  her  right  cheek. 

T uefday  the  17  in  the  morning  they  found  her  pulfe  flow,  but  ve¬ 
ry  unequall ;  her  tongue  not  very  dry  nor  rough :  the  night  before 
(he  flept  well;  in  the  morning  (he  arofe,  but  her  head  was  fo  light 
thatlhe  could  hardly  ftand  upright:  (he  now  complained  of  paine 
beneath  the  pit  of  her  fiomack ;  (he  complained  alfo  of  a  deadnefle 
in  the  tipp  of  her  tongue,  thinking  (he  had  bitten  it  in  the  time  of 
her  fuffering :  (he  caH  d  this  day  for  fome  bread,  which  (he  did  eate, 
being  (irft  toafted  and  moiftned  in  beare.  At  night  when  they  vifi- 
tcd  her  againe,  the  paine  ofher  neck  and  throat  was  decreafcd :  the 
fpots  of  fetled  bloud  about  her  cheek  and  neck  lelTencd,  but  the 
deadnelTe  ofher  tongue  ftill  remained.  That  night  fhe  dept  6  ory 
houres  :  and  on  the  1 8  in  the  morning  had  no  feaver;  her  pulfe  was 
much  amended;  all  Symptomes  IciTened;  the  paints  in  her  breaft  fee¬ 
med  to  defrend  into  the  region  of  the  belly,  being  (as  ’twas  concei¬ 
ved)  not  in  the  bowclls,  but  only  in  the  mufcnlous  outward  parts. 

The  1 9  (he  was  up,  and  did  eat  part  of  3  chick.  All’ Symptomes 
.dccrealed :  yetcould  (he  notgoe,  without  the  help  of  fomewhat  to 
uphold  her.  Her  neck  ftill  fore,  but  mending.  The  deadnefle  of  her 
Tongue  leffened.  That  night  (he  flept  well.  About  foure  or  five 
dales  after,  being  hard  fro%  weather ,  there  appeared  a  blackneflc 
over  the  lower  part  ofher  right  arnie,  and  upon  her  dankes  on  the 

fame  lide  :  which  by  degrees  Waxed  yellow,  and  in  foure  or  five  daies^^ 
vaniihed. 

By  this  time,  the  care  of  the  Phyfitians  was  well  over.  The  pained 
in  her  breafi  and  Pde  when  fhe  drew  in  her  breath,as  alfo  the  ineejua- 
lity  of  her  pulfe  (which  caufed  a  fufpirion  of  a  contufion  and  extra- 
vafated  bloud  fpiJt  on  the  Lungs  J)  being  now- fully  ccafcd.  The 
deadnefle  ofher  tongue  and  foreneffe  of  her  neck  quite  gone..  There 

remained 
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remanned  oncly  a  giddineflfe  in  her  head  when  fhc  walked  or  Uirred 
her  body,  which  in  a'fliorttime  likewife  left  her.  And  now  being  a- 
ble  to  walk  about  the  town,  eat^  drink^and  deep  afwel  as  before  this 
accident  had  befallen  her^fhe  had  liberty  torepair(and  is  fince  gonej 
unto  her  friends  in  the  Country;  taking  away  with  her  the  Coffin 
wherein  ffie  lay, as  a  Trophey  otthis  her  wonderful  prelervation. 

Thus,  within  the  fpace  of  a  Moneth,  was  ffie  wholly  recovered  : 
and  in  the  fame  Room  where  her  Body  was  to  have  b^en  dilTe^d  for 
the  fatisfaRipn  of  a  few,  ffie  became  a  greater  wonder,  being  reviv’d^ 
to  the  IktisfaRion  of  miildttides  that  flocked  thither  daily  to  fee  her. 

One  thing  more  I  had  almoft  forgotten  ;  that  when  the  numbers 
of  people  ftill  preffing  into  the  houffi  began  to  be  too  impetuous,  and 
the  Phylicians  had  obtained  of  the  Governour  to  have  a  Guard  plac’d 
at  the  door  ;  yet  becaule  thofe  of  the  better  Ibrt  could  not  altoge¬ 
ther  be  denied  admiffion,  they  thought  it  a  (ealbnable  opportunity^ 
for  the  maid’s  behalf e, to  invite  them  either  to  exercile  their  Charity, 
or  at  leaft  to  pay  for  their  Ciiriofity.  And  therefore  (thcmfelve>  flrft 
leading  the  way)  they  commended  it  to  thole  that  came  in,  to  give 
every  one  what  they  pleas’d,  her  Father  being  there  ready  to  receive 
it.  After  a  few  daie^  the  Governor  (^a  Gentleman  as  much  to  be  be- 
lov’d  for  his  Courtefle,  as  hee  is  honour’d  for  his  Prudence)  coming 
himfelfc  to  fee  her,did  not  oneJy  contribute  to  her  in  a  liberal  man- 
ner,'but  allb  improved  his  charity  with  manypertinentandwhol- 
fom  inftruftions.  By  thismeanes  there  was  gathered  for  her  to  the 
fummeof  many  pounds :  whereby  not  onely  the  Apothecaries  Bill, 
and  other  necelTarics  for  hef'  Dyet  andlodging  were  difeharged,  but 
fome  overplus  remained  towards  the  fuing  out  of  her  Pardon. 

And  now,  having  done  with  the  Sufferings,  and  the  Cure,  it  will 
not  be  amifle  to  look  back,  and  take  a  Reveiw  of  the  Canle  of  them, 
as  matter  of  faR  for  which  ffie  fnffered  :  which  fas  I  have  faid)  was 
the  fuppofed  murther  of  her  own  Infant 

There  arc  two  things,  very  confiderable,  alled^ed  on  her  behalfe, 
andthatmay  feem  to  deer  her  Innocence  as  to  that  buiinelfe. 

The  firft  is,  that  the  Childe  was  abortive  or  ftilborn,  and  conle- 
quently  not  capable  of  being  miirthered.  The  other,that  ffie  did  not 
certainly  know  that  ffie  was  with  childe,and  that  it  fell  from  her  un¬ 
awares  as  ffie  was  in  the  houfe  of  office. 

As  for  the  firfl:,  it  is  evident  that  the  child  was  very  unperfe^i:,  be¬ 
ing  not  above  a  fpan  in  length,  and  the  fexe  hardly  to  be  diftinguiffi- 
ed  :  fo  that  rather  feemed  a  lump  of  fleffi,  then  a  well  and  duly  for¬ 
med 


mtd  Infant.  The  Midwife  faid  alfo^  that  it  had  no  hair,  and  that 
(he  did  not  belecve  that  ever  it  had  life.  Behdcs^  her  fcllow-fcrvants 
do  tcftifie,  that  Ihee  had  certain  Iflnes  for  about  a  month  before  (hee 
niifcarried,  which  were  of  that  nature  (Phyiicians  fayjasarcnot 
Goniiftent  with  the  vitality  of  a  child:  the  eruption  of  which  IflTues 
came  on  her  after  ihee  had  violently  labourM  inskreening;  of  malt. 
Laftly,  it  is  not'likely  that  the  Child  was  vital,  the  mifchance  hap¬ 
pening  not  above  17.  weekes  after  the  time  of  her  conception. 

For  the  2.  that  ihee  might  not  know  certainly  that  ihe  was  with 
childe,|it  is  not  improbable  ;  for  iliee  was  not  10.  weeks  without  the 
ufual  Courfes  of  women,  before  ihe  had  thofe  continual  lihics  which 
lafted  for  a  Moneth  together :  which  long  and  great  Evacuation 
might  make  her  judge,  that  it  was  nothing  elfe  but  a  flux  of  thoie 
humors  which  for  ten  weeks  before  had  been  fupprefled  5  and  that 
the  childe  which  then  fell  from  her  unawares,  was  nothing  but  a 
lump  .of  the  fame  matter  coagulated.  As  for  the  pain,  it  muft  needs  1 
be  different  in  fuch  cafes  from  that  which  accompanies  the  timely 
fruit  of  the  womb :  and  by  reafon  of  thofe  liTues  coming  from  her, 
for  fo  long  continued  a  time  before  ihe  could  not  have  thofe  throwes 
and  paiTions  at  the  time  of  her  abortion,  as  women  in  travel  arc  Tub-  ^ 

jeft  unto.  ^  r  rr  J 

‘Adde  to  all  this,  that  ather-Tryall  fheingenToufly  confciled  as 
much  as  was  alledgedby  the  witneffes:  and  continued  in  thci fame 
aflertions,  not  only  before,  but  at  her  Execution,  the  laft  fuppofed 
minute  of  her  life;  and  the  very  firft  words,  after  fhe  came  to  her 
felf  again  (which  certainly  were  not  fpoken  with  delign,  or  purpofe 
to  deceive)  confirmed  the  fame. 

There  is  yet  one  thing  more  which  hath  been  taken  notice  of  by 
fome,  to  the  Maid’s  defence ;  That  her  Grand  Profecutor  Sir  Tfoo- 
fnof  Read  died  within  three  dales  after  her  Execution  ;  even  almoft  ai 
foon  as  the  probability  of  her  reviving  could  be  well  confirmed  to. 
him.  But  becaufc  hee  was  an  old  man,  and  fuch  Events  are  not  too 
rafhly  to  be  commented  on, I  (hall  not  make  ufe  of  that  obfei  vation. 

It  may  perhaps  be  expelled  by  fomc  ^ and  kis  pity  I  can  give  them 
no  better  fatisfaftion  )  that  I  (hould  here  relate  fome  ftory  flike 
.thofe  of  Orpheus  or  Mneoi  in  the  Poets)  of  what  fine  viilons  this  maid 
law  in  the  other  world ;  whajt  coeleftial  mufick,  or  hellilbbowling 
fhe  heard  •  what  fpirits  fbc  converfed  with ;  and  what  Revelations 
(he  brought  back  with  her,  concerning  the  Prefent  Times,  or  the  E- 
vents  of  things  tocomr.  But  for  fuch  matters  the  Ballad -makers 
nmft  reft  contented ;  fince(hee("as  you  have  heard)  was  fo  far  from

knowing' any  tliing  whilff  fhee  was  dead,  that  (liec  fern cnibrcd  not 
what  had  happened  to'  Her  even^hen  fheV  was  yet  alive'.  Her  fpirits, 
at  that  time,  being  cither  fo  fixed  or  benummed  with  fear,  as  not  to 
admit  of  any  new  Imprefiionsi  or  otherwife  fo  turbulent  and  un- 
quietj  as  prefently  to  difeompofe  and  obliterate  them.  As  we  often- 
lee  it  fares  ivith  men  that  are  buzz’d  in  the  head- with  drink;,  or  tranf- 
ported  with  madnelTe,  who,  though  they  feeni  fenlible  enough  of  e- 
very  prefent  objeft  that  moves  them^  yet  after  they  recover  can  owm 
but  little  of  wliUt  they  did  or  fiiid  beiore.
